The Very Latest Reports Do No» 


Improve the Situation. 


THE DETAILS OF TUB DREAD RESULTS. 


Houses Swept Away Without a Viatago 


to Show Whero they Stood—The 


Killed and Injured—No Towns 


Were Struck. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 
17.—A

service is utterly demoralized, and many 
)f the worst casualties occurred in dle- 
,ricts remote from either rail or wire. 


Three distinct cyclone centers seemed 


;o have been marked, and in each the 
lavoc was frightful. 
It is now believed 


that nearly 100 lives have been lost, ns 
nearly every meagre report received 
lere concludes by saying that the worst 
s to come, and later reports will swell 
the number of 
the killed 
and in- 


ured. In every caae there was the 
regular funncl-ahaped cloud with Its 
deadly suction, roar 
and resistless 


sweep, 
followed by 
n cloud-burst. 


Nothing waa left standing in the path 
of the cyclone, houses, trees nnd barns 
liaving been swept away. The storm 
centers seem to have been at Wells, 
Faribault county; Sherbourne, Morton 
Bounty, and Spring Valley, Fillmore 
county. 


At Wells the storm came on without 


the slightest warning, the frightful 
roar of the approaching whirlwind col- 
umn being tho flrat Intimation. Tho 
cloud veered to the south as it reached 
the outskirts of the village, leaving a 
terrible scene of death and destruction. 


The Worst Ever Experienced, 


PHESTON, Minn., June 17,—From 7 


o'clock Wednesday night 
until 
3:U» 


o'clock yestprdaj- morning, four inches 
of rain fell in this vicinity, destroying 
crops, carrying away bridges and side- 
\valks, and drowning many cattle and 
pigs. The damage to crops will be enor- 
mous. All trains are abandoned nnd 
many miles of track are wasbed away. 
Between Wells nnd La Crosse ten miles 
of tracks are gone and no trains are ex- 
pected for at leant a week.

Three Persons Killed and Several 


Injured 


IN THE GRANT MONUMENT IN CHICAGO 


Nciarly the Entire Parly of Fifty Who 


Sought Shelter in the Corridor 


Thrown to the Ground 


by the Shock. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—During the thun- 


der storm that passed over the city last 
evening lightning struck the Graut 
monument in Lincoln park, in the cor- 
ridors of which nearly fifty people had 
sought shelter. Three were killed and 
two seriously injured. All of the others, 
with the exception of three, were 
thrown violently to the stone floor of 
the monument, and some received se- 
vere shocks. Tile monument was but 
slightly damaped.

Lewis Meyer, 33 Nutt street 
Mrs. Shelly, KM Austin avenue. 
Unknown man. 
The injured arc: Harry Phillips, 13* 


East Kinzic street, stunned, and Mrr. 
Mattie Olson, 134 Fairfield

stunned. 


When the flash eame everybody in 


the monument, with the exception of 
three men wore thrown down. There 
was a general scramble and as one by 
one the people arose nnd shook them- 
selves it was noticed that five were un- 
able to move. Three of these were 
dead. 
The bolt did not strike the 


bronze figure of Orant.but first attached 
the northwest corner of the granite 
pedestal and found its way to the 
ground over the floor. Its course was 
directly through the crowd. 


It is believed that the unknown man 


\vho was killed and whose body [was 
removed to the eounty morgue was 
Adolph Heck. He was apparently 'JJ 
years of apre, live feet seven- inches in 
height, weighed MO pounds, was well 
dressed, of dark complexion and 
Van 


flhaven. On his person was found a 
note book on the fly leaf of which was 
written the name "A. Beck." It is 
known that Lewis Myer, who was in 
the crowd, bad an intimate friend 
named Adolph Beck and it ia thought 
that this is the same name.

Busy Preparing Exhibits for 1111 


nola at the Fair, 


CHAMPAIGN, Iio. , June 16.— The zool- 


ogists of the State University are work- 
ing with more than their cnstomory mid- 
summer activity. Prof. S. A. Forbes is 
at Fond dn Lao, Wis., with three assist 
ante, making a survey ot Lake Winne 
bago for the United States Fish Com- 
mission. Six of the zoological assistants 
are in the field, two in Northern and two 
in Southern Illinois, making insect col- 
lections for the World's Columbian Ex- 
position, and two are collecting fishes 
for the State Laboratory exhibit from 
the 
lakes 
of 
Northern 
Illinois. 


Professor 
Summers 
and 
two 


assistants are studying the life his- 
tories ot insects at the laboratory, and 
breeding specimens and making colored 
drawings for the same exhibit. 
Mr. 


Erode, aided by Mr. Halliman, is at work 
at the university on the exhibit ot its zo- 
ological department, and Mr. Adams is 
mounting birds for the Exposition, to 
illustrate tbe ornithology of Illinois. In 
addition to !>he investigations along these 
lines, three scientific publications are in 
press for the laboratory, and a fourth is in 
process ot preparation. The force thus 
at work under Professor Forbes consists 
of seventeen assistants, three of whom 
were employed by the United States Fish 
Commission, six by the State Exposition 
committee, two by the University and six 
by the State Laboratory of Natural 
History.

But the steady ardor of his labor tor 
President Harrison renominntion did not 
abate. There was no theatrical show ot 
offering him a crown that he might re- 
Fase it. He was one of the great men of 
the convention. His services were of the 
highest value to the Republican party 
and to the country, but the ostentation 
of his labors was in inverse proportion to 
what he helped to accomplish. 


This statement of facts is due to the 


Illinois Senator, whose labors to elect 
the candidates will be as useful as those 
which he performed in their nomination.
